It is believed that the 
majority of over 1,200 persons within the Aleazar perished in the . 
terrific blast. 
; Two mines were exploded, each of 300 pounds of dynamite. 
_They shook the entire city and some houses, already weakened by 
the constant artillery bombardment of the shambles of ‘the Alcazar,

Referring to prayers for’ the One 
weather, Mr, Royds said’ that God 
answered prayer, but not alt Kinds 
of prayer, 


“Prayers for sensonable weather 
ean chanie nothing. but ‘the minds 
of those ‘who hear them, The spirit 
of God can heal and strengthen not 
only. the spirit’ of man but also 
through it his body, I believe. that 
1, for one, know whnt it menns to be 
instrumental in saving fe through 
‘prayer. } do not care to sive details, 
except to those who have “been 
through something.of the same kind, 
because such an experience is’ in- 
communicable, « and I hate: no 
sclentifie evidence to offer,

CANTON-HANKOW 


TROOP TRAIN IN 
SERIOUS ACCIDENT 


Canton, Sept. 18. 
The 21st. southbound Hankow- 
Canton Express, which Wis scheduled 
to arrive here Inst evening did not 
turn up to Inte Jnst night. 


Much anxiety was caused among 
those waiting at the Wongshn Station 
for friends expected by the train. 
The focal Railway Statiqn com- 
municated with the Station at Ping- 
shek last night as to the cause of the 
delay, but falled to obtain a satisfac- 
tory reply. Nothing was. Itnown 
until this morning when a telegram 
was received from Pingshelc stating 
that the southbound express which 
left Hankow for Canton on the even- 
ing of the 15th. inst. was held up at 
Chuenhsien, in southern Tiunan 
owing to the collapse of an embank- 
ment near there following 
rain. The telegram further stated 
that repatrs had been carried out by 
workers from a nearby strtion, but 
owing to the extent of the damages 
the rails could not be cleared at once 
and the train would have to wait at 
Chuenhsien.

The Canton-Hankow express sche~

NEEDED 


Apart from the erection of ‘a 
new Central Market, — neces- 
sitated by the partial collapse of 
the building, no new. major work 
js to bé undertaken in the Colony 
during the coming year.

The facilities for out-of-door 
exercise or recreation are limited 
to a forbidding-looking ~ com- 
pound, which is so small that 
when the women’ inmates make 
use of it, the men have to be 
kept indoors, 
Criminal hinatics, although 
segregated, are often in, sight of 
other inmates, and at times 
Europeans, male and female, are 
accommodated in the same wards 
as Asiatics, The whole atmos- 
phere is depressing ‘in the 
extreme, the general conditions 
being’ such as to throw uriren- 
sonibly heavy burdens on the 
staff...
